Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
District. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  : 


The  Rural  District  of  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  forms 
most  of  the  south  western  boundary  of  the  County  of  Hampshire, 
extending  some  sixteen  miles  from  the  Wiltshire  boundary  to  the 
coastal  town  of  Christchurch.  The  area  embraces  the  fertile  valley 
of  the  Hampshire  Avon. 


The  District  is  comprised  of  sixteen  parishes  and  has  an  area 
of  some  140  square  miles.  The  population  is  rising  steadily,  almost 
entirely  by  immigration,  the  increase  in  the  past  ten  years  being 
12%.  Widespread  developments  on  the  outskirts  of  Ringwood  are 
responsible  for  much  of  the  most  recent  rise. 


Agriculture,  particularly  dairy  farming  is  the  major  industry. 


i  A  large  foundry  in  Ringwood  town  is  engaged  in  the  production  of 
motor  car  parts  and  there  are  varied  light  industries  in  the  main 
centres  of  population.  A  major  aircraft  factory  at  Hurn  derives 
most  of  its  labour  from  outside  the  district.

INFECTIOUS  CONJUNCTIVITIS 

. 

An  outbreak  of  infectious  conjunctivitis 

occurred  in  an  infant 

school  in  Ringwood.  Fortunately 

it  occurred 

towards  the  end 

of  a 

school  term  and  the  dispersal  of  the  children  brought  the  outbreak 
to  an  end.  The  precise  cause  was  not  determined,  both  bacteriological 
and  virological  specimens  being  negative. 

FOOD  POISONING  : 

None  was  reported. 

LIVER  FLUKE  INFECTION  : 

No  fresh  cases  are  known  to  have  occurred.  Some  of  the 
original  cases  are  thought  still  to  have  a  continuing  infection. 

LUNG  CANCER : 

Fourteen  deaths  occurred  from  lung  cancer;  this  is  below  the 
record  total  of  last  year  but  is  still  much  higher  than  the  average 
death  rate  for  the  past  ten  years.  In  fact  99  persons  have  died  from 
the  disease  in  the  District  in  that  period,  36  of  them  in  the  first 
five  years  and  63  in  the  last  five.  This  rising  trend  is  in  keeping  with 
the  national  pattern  whereby  the  death  rate  from  this  disease  has 
risen  steadily  over  the  past  30  years,  and  particularly  rapidly  since 
the  war.  The  disease  was  rare  in  my  student  days,  one  of  the  least 
common  forms  of  cancer,  whereas  now  it  is  by  far  the  most  common 
cause  of  death  from  cancer;  among  males  one  death  in  14  is  now 
due  to  this  cause  and  the  total  rises  yearly.  This  is  of  particular  sig¬ 
nificance  at  a  time  when  the  death  rate  from  other  forms  of  cancer 
i  is  either  stationary  or  tending'  to  decline  slightly. 
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The  recent  report  by  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on 
“  Smoking  and  Health  ”  reviews  the  now  extensive  literature  of  the 
past  ten  years  wherein  various  authors  in  nine  different  countries 
have  shown  that  there  is  a  clear  relationship  between  smoking  and 
lung  cancer.  The  Royal  College  comes  to  the  emphatic  conclusion 
that  cigarette  smoking  is  the  most  likely  cause  of  the  worldwide  in¬ 
crease  of  lung  cancer  deaths  and  moreover  that  it  is  an  important 
factor  in  chronic  bronchitis  and  coronary  heart  disease  in  early 
middle  age. 

In  the  face  of  an  authoritative  opinion  such  as  this  it  be¬ 
hoves  us  to  reconsider  our  whole  altitude  to  what  is,  at  best,  a 
habit  now  objectionable  to  many,  at  worst  a  serious  form  of  drug 
addiction  whereby  the  sufferer  is  entirely  indifferent  to  the  con¬ 
sequences.  The  facts  must  be  clearly  laid  before  the  public  by  every 
available  means,  and  in  particular  our  energies  should  be  devoted 
towards  discouraging  the  young  from  acquiring  such  a  polentially 
lethal  habit. 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 

1.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES  : 


The  area  is  served  by  two  constituent  laboratories  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service.  The  one  at  Boscombe  is  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  G.  J.  G.  King,  and  that  at.  Salisbury  under  Dr. 
P.  J.  Wormald.  In  each  case  the  Directors  are  available  as  consul¬ 
tants  in  field  work,  in  the  District.  The  following  list,  kindly  sup¬ 
plied  by  Dr.  King,  is  of  specimens  from  this  district  examined  at 
the  Boscombe  Laboratory.

2.  HOSPITALS 

Hospital  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital 

Board.

The  majority  of  patients  requiring  hospital  treatment  go  to 
Bournemouth  or  Salisbury. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  go  to  Alderney  Hospital,  Poole. 

Respiratory  paralysis  in  poliomyelitis  is  transferred  to  the  special 
unit  at  Priorsdean  Hospital,  Portsmouth. 
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3.  TUBERCULOSIS  : 

The  clinic  facilities  for  the  treatment,  prevention  and  after¬ 
care  of  this  infection  are  provided  jointly  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  and  the  County  Council.  Chest  Physicians  hold  joint  ap¬ 
pointments  and  specialist  health  visitors  are  provided  by  the 
County  Council.  The  clinics  for  this  area  are  unchanged.  Cases 
south  of  Fordingbridge  come  under  the  Chest  Physician  at  Christ¬ 
church,  Dr.  Stuart  Robertson,  and  those  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
area  under  Dr.  J.  S.  Harper,  Chest  Physician  at  Salisbury. 

A  voluntary  Care  and  After  Care  Committee  covers  the  area 
served  by  the  Christchurch  Clinic,  i.e.,  the  major  part  of  this  District 
together  with  the  Boroughs  of  Christchurch  and  Lymington  and  a 
small  part  of  New  Forest  Rural  District.  The  Committee,  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Lady  Manners,  is  widely  representative  and  much 
devoted  work  is  carried  out,  both  in  the  collection  of  funds  and  in 
personal  service  to  patients. 

4.  MASS  RADIOGRAPHY  : 

No  visit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  was  paid  to  the  Dis¬ 
trict  this  year  but  the  100  mm.  Odelca  Unit  has  continued  to  pay 
twice  monthly  visits  to  Ringwood  and  to  Fordingbridge  for  the 
convenience  of  family  doctors.

5.  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES  : 

School  medical  inspections  are  carried  out  periodically  by 
Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors. 

Special  clinics  are  held  at  the  County  Council  Health  Centre, 
Christchurch,  and  at  the  County  Council  Dental  Clinic  in  Ringwood. 


6.  SMALLPOX  VACCINATION  : 

This  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  family  doctors  and  at 
Child  Welfare  Clinics.  The  records  are  maintained  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  Family  doctors  may,  and  normally  do,  charge  for 
certificates  of  vaccination. 

181  primary  vaccinations  and  75  re-vaccinations  were  re¬ 
ported,  a  further  reduction  on  last  year’s  rather  low  figure.  The 
returns  show  that  only  26%  of  our  babies  under  one  year  were 
vaccinated.  This  compares  most  unfavourably  with  the  County  aver¬ 
age  of  56%  and  even  with  the  national  average  of  only  40%. 
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7.  IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA  AND 
WHOOPING  COUGH  : 

This  scheme  is  administered  locally  and  the  records  main¬ 
tained  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  Treatment  is  carried  out  by  family  doctors  and, 
at  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  schools,  by  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officers. 

There  was  a  further  rise  in  the  number  of  primary  immunis¬ 
ations.  This  more  than  maintains  the  satisfactory  increase  of  the 
previous  year  and  means  that  a  reasonably  high  proportion  of 
babies  are  being  protected,  not  only  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough,  but  also  against  tetanus  since  “triple”  vaccine  is  the  prin¬ 
cipal  agent  in  use.  There  was  a  fall  in  the  number  of  refresher 
doses  administered  but  the  total  of  the  previous  year  had  been 
unusually  high  for  this  District.

8.  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION  : 

This  scheme  is  administered  locally  and  the  records  main¬ 
tained  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  Treatment  is  largely  carried  out  by  family  doctors 
but  it  is  also  given  by  Assistant  County  Medical  Officers  at  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  and  at  special  sessions. 

In  April  a  fourth  dose  of  polio  vaccine  became  available  for 
children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twelve.  Special  sessions  were 
held  at  schools  to  assist  with  the  large  number  who  were  suddenly 
eligible  for  this  additional  reinforcing  dose.  The  response  was  reas¬ 
onably  satisfactory.  In  October  fourth  doses  were  suspended  owing 
in  the  main  to  difficulties  in  the  supply  of  salk  vaccine  due  to  the 
impending  introduction  of  the  oral  vaccine.

SCHOOLS  : 

Three  further  schools  were  provided  with  waterborne  sanita¬ 
tion  during  the  year,  leaving  only  two  schools  in  the  District  still 
with  buckets.  In  one  of  these  a  scheme  of  improvement  is  now 
in  hand  and  in  the  other  the  question  of  closure  is  still  under 
consideration. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES  : 

The  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of  the 
West  Hampshire  Water  Company  whose  principal  works  are  in  the 
Borough  of  Christchurch,  where  the  supply  is  taken  from  the  River 
Avon.  In  1957  the  Company  developed  an  additional  source  from 
deep  boreholes  in  the  chalk  at  Hale  Park  and  this  now  supplies 
most  of  this  District.  In  the  first  place  the  borehole  water  was  found 
to  have  a  corrosive  effect  on  zinc  and  copper  pipes  owing  to  the 
presence  of  dissolved  carbon  dioxide.  After  experiment  the  Company 
evolved  an  aeration  plant  which  came  into  operation  early  in  1959 
and  which  is  efficiently  removing  the  carbon  dioxide,  rendering  the 
water  non-corrosive. 

A  fourth  borehole  which  had  been  found  to  be  producing 
water  with  an  unduly  high  iron  content  has  now  been  equipped  with 
iron  removal  plant  and  is  available  for  use  as  required. 

In  the  Br^amore  area  there  are  still  houses  not  connected  t, 
the  available  public  supply. 

During  the  year  28  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  sources 
of  supply  other  tiian  the  mains;  10  of  these  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory.

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance, 
just  on  the  alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  free  from  iron  and  other 
metals.  The  water  is  hard  in  character  but  not  to  an  excessive 
degree,  contains  no  excess  of  mineral  constituents  and  it  is  of  very 
satisfactory  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  are  indicative  of  a  pure  and  wholesome  water 
suitable  for  public  supply  purposes. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  : 

The  Ringwood  Sewage  Works  are  unchanged  and  the  difficul¬ 
ties  in  the  disposal  of  the  settled  effluent  by  land  irrigation  persist 
as  has  been  repeatedly  described  in  previous  annual  reports.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  the  Works  were  suffering  acutely  from  the 
abnormally  wet  weather  of  the  1960-61  winter,  heavy  infiltration  was 
taking  place  into  the  sewers  and  emergency  pumping  was  continuing. 

A  final  scheme  of  reconstruction  of  the  Sewage  Works  and 
extensions  of  the  sewers.,  to  cost  £395,000,  has  now  been  agreed  and 
application  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  for  approval. 

At  Burton,  the  Whitehayes  sewers  were  completed  after 
delays  due  to  difficulties  with  the  Contractors.  A  start  was  made  on 
the  laying  of  the  main  sewers  and  extensions  in  Burton  and  Wink- 
ton.  Good  progress  is  being  maintained  and  the  scheme  should  finish 
in  1962  when  it  will  be  connected  to  the  Christchurch  Works  in 
Stony  Lane. 

Plans  are  also  being  prepared  for  the  sewerage  of  Thorney 
Hill  and  Bransgore  and  here  again  treatment  will  be  carried  out  at 
the  Christchurch  Works. 
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A  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  sewerage  of  Burley  at 
an  estimated  cost  of  £200,000  providing  for  discharge  to  the  treat¬ 
ment  works  at  Ringwood.  Application  has  been  made  to  the  Min¬ 
istry  for  approval. 

Your  Consultants  are  also  preparing  a  scheme  for  the  sewer¬ 
age  of  St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives.  It  is  proposed  that  treatment  should 
be  carried  out  at  new  works  to  be  constructed  close  to  our  boundary 
by  Wimborne  and  Cranborne  Rural  District  Council. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  : 

Milk  production  in  the  area  is  supervised  by  officials  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Retail  Distribution  is 
supervised  by  officers  of  this  Council.  Pasteurisation  plants  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council  and  on  its  behalf  your  officers 
supervised  the  one  plant  which  existed  in  the  District.  The  plant 
operated  satisfactorily  until  September  when  it  closed,  the  business 
having  been  taken  over  by  a  large  firm  with  pasteurising  plant  in 
an  adjoining  Borough.

SAMPLING  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  : 

The  County  Council  is  the  sampling  authority  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report  on  sampling  within  this  District  has  been  kindly  sup¬ 
plied  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Preston,  Chief  Sampling  Officer  : — 

During  the  year  ended  the  31st  March,  1962,  175  samples  were 
procured  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  wLhin  the  area. 

Milk  Samples — 

The  milk  samples  totalled  159,  of  which  52  consisted  of  Chan¬ 
nel  Islands..  18  samples  were  unsatisfactory,  five  on  account  of 
adulteration  with  added  water  and  13  owing  to  deficiencies  of  fat. 

The  samples  which  contained  added  water  affected  two 
vendors.  One  case  involved  samples  from  a  dairy  company  who  had 
processed  and  boLled  the  milk.  Samples  from  three  pint  bottles  of 
different  varieties  of  milk  were  taken  from  a  delivery  van  belonging 
to  the  company  and  one  of  these  was  found  to  contain  11  per  cent 
of  added  water.  Additional  checks  were  made  on  the  following  day 
when  of  three  further  samples,  two — these  being  Tuberculin  Tested 
and  Channel  Islands  milk  respectively — were  adulterated  with  12 
per  cent  and  7  per  cent  of  added  water.  Subsequent  tests  were  all 
satisfactory  and  the  discrepancies  were  attributed  to  a  defect  in  the 
pasteurising  plant  us:d  at  the  dairy  which  had  not  been  noticed  by 
the  staff.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  and  resulted  in  the  dairy 
company  being  fined  £5  0s.  Od.  and  ordered  to  pay  £13  13s.  Od. 
costs. 
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The  two  remaining  adulterated  samples  were  from  separate 
churns  forming  part  of  a  consignment  of  three  churns  of  milk  from 
the  producer  concerned  to  a  wholesaler,  and  contained  2  per  cent 
and  \  per  cent  of  water  respectively,  the  remaining  sample  being 
satisfactory.  Investigations  showed  the  discrepancies  to  have  arisen 
due  to  inadequate  drainage  after  the  milk  utensils  had  been  washed, 
but  in  view  of  the  comparatively  slight  adulteration  and  the  absence 
of  any  previous  complaint,  the  producer  was  warned. 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  respect  of  two  samples  of 
Channel  Islands  milk  which  were  12  per  cent  and  11  per  cent,  res¬ 
pectively,  below  the  minimum  fat  content  required  for  milk  of  this 
description.  The  first  sample  was  obtained  from  a  retail  dairyman 
who  had  obtained  the  milk  from  a  producer,  and  the  second  sample 
was  taken  during  subsequent  checks  which  were  made  at  the  pro¬ 
ducer’s  farm.  The  deficiences  appeared  to  be  due  to  lack  of  proper 
mixing  of  the  milk,  but  owing  to  the  relatively  serious  discrep¬ 
ancies  involved,  the  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  producer  in 
respect  of  both  samples.  He  was  granted  an  Absolute  Discharge  on 
the  payment  of  £10  13s.  Od.  costs.  The  remaining  11  samples  show¬ 
ing  fat  deficiencies  affected  seven  producers  but  were  in  each  case 
from  separate  churns  contained  in  larger  consignments,  the  average 
fat  contents  of  which  were  satisfactory.  In  the  circumstances,  legal 
action  was  not  taken,  but  the  results  were  made  known  to  the 
persons  concerned. 

Miscellaneous  Samples — 

Sixteen  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  obtained. 
These  were  satisfactory  with  three  exceptions,  which  affected  con¬ 
fectionery  stated  to  contain  butter,  but  the  amount  was  not  consid¬ 
ered  adequate,  and  two  loaves  of  bread,  the  descriptions  of  which 
indicated  them  to  contain  milk,  although  the  amount  found  was 
less  than  that  required  for  milk  bread.  None  of  these  complaints 
was  regarded  as  serious  enough  to  warrant  prosecution,  but  appro¬ 
priate  representations  were  made  to  the  manufacturers. 

General — 

Attention  was  again  given  to  the  descriptions  and  labelling 
of  food  and  drugs  in  order  to  ensure  that  these  complied  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act. 

FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES  : 

The  systematic  survey  of  food  premises  has  continued  with  in¬ 
creased  vigour.  The  number  of  premises  dealt  with  increased  by 
over  50%  to  85  and  105  informal  notices  were  served.  It  is  confident¬ 
ly  expected  that  the  vast  majority  of  defects  found  will  be  rectified 
without  further  pressure  but  it  is  possible  that  formal  action  may  be 
necessary  in  a  very  few  cases. 

HOUSING  : 

Council  house  building  came  to  an  abrupt  halt  and  no 
houses  were  completed  during  the  year.  Difficulties  with  the  plan¬ 
ning  of  proposed  estates  were  in  part  the  cause  of  this  situation. 
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The  six  families  in  huts  at  the  end  of  1960  were  still  there  a 
year  later  but  the  houses  to  accommodate  them  at  Thorney  Hill 
were  in  course  of  construction  and  due  to  be  completed  early  in 
1962. 

Private  construction  for  the  third  successive  year  was  a 
record.

GYPSY  CAMPS  : 

There  has  again  been  no  material  change  in  the  Camps  in 
the  District. 

PROBLEM  FAMILIES  MEETINGS  : 

Three  meetings  of  officials  and  voluntary  workers  concerned 
with  difficult  families  were  held  under  my  Chairmanship.  In  general 
it  can  be  said  that  where  improvement  had  occurred  in  the  past 
it  had  been  maintained.  A  number  were  removed  from  the  super¬ 
vision  list  and  others  had  the  frequency  of  visits  reduced.  A  small 
minority  showed  little  or  no  improvement,  lacking  the  will  or  the 
intelligence  to  better  their  conditions. 

These  meetings  continue  to  serve  a  useful  purpose  in  co¬ 
ordinating  the  efforts  of  social  and  welfare  workers. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  :  SECTION  47  : 

No  case  was  considered  for  action  during  the  year. 

HURN  AIRPORT  : 

The  passenger  use  of  the  airport  continues  to  increase  and 
a  number  of  different  airlines  carry  out  scheduled  and  charter  flights 
both  wi.hin  the  United  Kingdom  and  to  the  Continent.  The  car  ferry 
service  is  very  popular. 

In  addition,  the  airport  remains  in  use  for  flight  testing,  flying 
training  and  air  traffic  control  instruction.  A  new  building  to  replace 
the  temporary  wooden  buildings  of  the  Air  Traffic  Control  School  is 
under  construction.  The  airpor;  is  also  available  for  diversions, 
principally  caused  by  fog,  from  national  airports  largely  in  the 
London  area.  The  weather  conditions  were  such  however,  that  only 
one  aircraft  requiring  the  presence  of  a  port  medical  officer  was 
diverted  to  Hurn  during  the  year. 

Dr.  T.  J.  Barnett,  Dr.  J.  Cauchi  and  myself,  remain  on  call  for 
emergency  port  medical  duties  including  Ihe  medical  inspection  of 
aliens.  The  dulies  will  shortly  also  include  the  medical  inspection  of 
Commonwealth  Immigrants.

The  medical  examination  room  is  in  the  old  diversion  build¬ 
ing  which  was  closed  down  during  the  year.  No  alternative  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  to  provide  medical  examination  facilities,  but  as 
the  result  of  representations,  new  accommodation  is  now  being  built 
on  the  airport  itself.  The  construction  of  the  proposed  new  terminal 
building  has  been  deferred  for  the  present  partly  owing  to  the  credit 
squeeze  and  partly  until  a  decision  has  been  made  about  the  future 
control  of  the  airport. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS  : 

The  only  public  swimming  bath  in  the  District  is  the  open 
air  pool  at  Ringwood  which  is  run  by  the  Parish  Council  and  which 
was  fully  described  in  the  1959  report.  The  water  is  drawn  from  the 
mains  and  is  continuously  circulated,  filtered  and  chlorinated. 

10  samples  from  the  pool  were  subjected  to  laboratory  exam¬ 
ination  with  satisfactory  results  on  each  occasion. 


GENERAL  REMARKS : 

The  health  of  the  District  was  satisfactory  throughout  the 

year. 

Apart  from  the  normal  biennial  wave  of  Measles  the  incidence 
of  notifiable  disease  was  very  low. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  rose  by  1.160  to  26,850 
(The  preliminary  1961  Census  figure  was  26,713). 

Births  exceeded  deaths  by  10.  This  is  only  the  second  time  in 
the  past  seven  years  that  births  have  shown  an  excess  over  deaths. 

The  birth  rate  rose  slightly  and  is  the  highest  recorded  since 
1953.  It  remains  well  below  the  national  figure. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  rose  considerably. 

The  death  rate  fell  and  after  application  of  the  comparability 
factor  was  below  the  national  figure. 

Slum  clearance  is  proceeding  steadily. 

An  extensive  programme  designed  eventually  to  provide  main 
sewerage  in  all  the  more  populated  areas  of  the  District  is  in  pro¬ 
gress.  Schemes  of  surface  water  drainage  for  certain  of  these  areas 
are  also  under  consideration. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  again  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration,  my  col¬ 
leagues  in  other  departments  for  their  advice  and  assistance,  and 
in  particular  Mr.  Upstone  and  his  Staff  for  their  pleasant  co¬ 
operation.

HOUSING 

SLUM  CLEARANCE  : 

The  detailed  survey  of  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation 
proceeded  throughout  the  year,  the  first  of  the  second  5-year  pro¬ 
gramme  of  the  Slum  Clearance  Campaign.  The  Council’s  programme 
submitted  to  the  Minister  for  this  period  indicated  that  there 
remained  in  the  district  an  estimated  150  houses  unfit  for  human 
habitation;  it  was  anticipated  that  50  of  these  would  be  demolished 
as  a  result  of  Demolition  Orders.  The  survey  of  unfit  houses  was 
transferred  to  the  Parish  of  Christchurch  East,  in  order  that  dis¬ 
placed  persons  might  be  re-housed  in  the  new  houses  to  be  erected 
at  Burton  Park,  Burton.  During  the  year  a  total  of  99  houses  was 
inspected  and  reports  made  to  the  Housing  Committee  in  respect  of 
26  houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  of  being  made 
fit  at  reasonable  expense.  A  total  of  30  unfit  dwellings  was 
demolished  and  81  unfit  dwellings  made  fit  as  a  result  of  informal 
action.

RENT  ACT  1957  : 

2  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  dealt  with 
and  2  Certificates  were  issued.  2  applications  were  received  for  can¬ 
cellation  of  Certificates,  and  both  were  refused. 

Twenty-two  inspections  were  made  under  the  Act. 

IMPROVEMENTS  AND  CONVERSIONS  : 

As  a  result  of  the  general  economic  situation,  the  Council 
discontinued  Discretionary  Grants  in  September;  the  financial 
restrictions  had  a  restraining  effect  upon  building  works  in  general, 
with  the  result  that  the  number  of  applications  for  Standard  Grants 
also  declined. 

The  Housing  Act  1961,  which  became  operative  during  the 
year,  made  a  number  of  changes  in  the  law  relating  to  Improvement 
and  Standard  Grants;  the  addition  to  the  rent  limit  permitted  on 
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account  of  improvements  undertaken  to  a  dwelling  let  on  a  con¬ 
trolled  tenancy  is  increased  from  8%  to  12h%.  To  satisfy  the 
requirements  of  the  Standard  Grant  scheme  a  W.C.  should  now  be 
within  the  dwelling  wherever  practicable,  and  not  just  contiguous  to 
the  dwelling.  This  view  had  been  held  by  the  Council  for  some  time 
before  the  introduction  of  the  Housing  Act. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  informed 
the  Council  they  had  received  representations  from  which  it  ap¬ 
peared  that  the  Council  might  be  requiring  applicants  for  Standard 
Grants  to  place  the  properties  concerned  in  a  better  state  of  repair 
than  was  envisaged  by  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959, 
and  suggested  that  a  meeting  of  Officers  be  held  at  Whitehall  to 
discuss  the  matter.  As  a  result  of  this  meeting,  the  Ministry  subse¬ 
quently  informed  the  Council  that  the  Department  was  satisfied  with 
the  Council’s  standard  of  repair  of  properties  in  respect  of  which  it 
was  proposed  to  make  Standard  Grants. 

Ninety-three  preliminary  enquiries  were  received  during  the 
year,  sixty  in  respect  of  Discretionary  Grants  and  thirty-three  in 
respect  of  Standard  Grants.  A  number  of  these,  where  some  doubt 
as  to  eligibility  for  Grant  aid  existed,  were  placed  before  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  in  eight  instances  applicants  were  informed  that  Grants 
could  not  be  made. 

Twenty-one  applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  were  ap¬ 
proved  for  twenty-four  units  of  accommodation,  eighteen  for  owner- 
occupation  and  six  for  tenanted  properties,  the  total  amount  ap¬ 
proved  being  £6,025. 

Thirty-six  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were  approved, 
the  total  possible  maximum  grant  involved  being  £4,850.  One  appli¬ 
cation  was  refused  as  the  work  was  well  advanced  at  the  time  the 
application  was  made.

At  the  31st  December  1961  the  total  amount  paid  in  Discretion¬ 
ary  Grants,  allowing  for  Grants  withdrawn  or  repaid,  amounted  to 
£55,492,  the  total  amount  approved  by  the  Council  being  £66,321. 
The  total  amount  paid  in  respect  of  Standard  Grants,  allowing  for 
Grants  repaid,  was  £7,721,  and  the  total  amount  approved  £15.859. 

Three  hundred  and  seventy-four  visits  and  inspections  were 
made  in  respect  of  Discretionary  Grants,  and  three  hundred  and 
sixteen  in  respect  of  Standard  Grants. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS  : 

During  1961  the  position  regarding  most  of  the  sites  in 
existence  within  the  district  at  the  commencement  of  the  Caravan 
Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  was  resolved.  These  fall  into 
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three  categories  relative  to  their  anticipated  life  —  Permanent 
Sites,  Temporary  Sites,  and  Sites  with  Enforcement  Notices.  The 
following  table  gives  the  position  at  the  end  of  1961.

Applications  for  site  licences  were  refused  in  thirteen  in¬ 
stances  where  planning  permission  had  been  refused  or  enforcement 
notices  served. 

The  Council  agreed  to  institute  proceedings  in  respect  of  a 
caravan  standing  on  land  for  more  than  28  days  in  the  period  of  one 
year  without  a  site  licence,  but  as  the  caravan  was  moved  eventually 
from  the  site  proceedings  were  not  necessary. 

A  special  joint  meeting  of  the  Public  Health  and  General 
Purposes  Committee  and  the  Development  Sub-Committee  of  the 
South  West  Hampshire  Area  Planning  Committee  was  held  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  control  of  caravan  sites  generally,  including  suggested 
standard  conditions  to  be  imposed  in  caravan  site  licences  based  on 
the  Model  Standards  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment.  The  joint  Committee  also  considered  planning  recommenda¬ 
tions  in  respect  of  all  known  existing  caravan  sites,  and  the  policy  to 
be  adopted  in  regard  to  applications  for  permission  for  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  new  caravan  sites. 

The  Council  lodged  formal  objections  with  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  against  the  proposals  of  the  Hamp¬ 
shire  County  Council  in  the  review  of  the  Hampshire  Development 
Plan  that  land  for  residential  caravan  sites  would  only  receive 
planning  consent  if  situated  within  an  area  scheduled  for  develop¬ 
ment. 

The  Council  resolved  to  provide  a  municipal  site  in  the  Ring- 
wood  area,  primarily  to  cater  for  the  caravans  which  are  at  present 
on  sites  subject  to  Enforcement  Notices  and  with  temporary  per¬ 
mission,  and  to  negotiate  for  the  purchase  of  six  acres  of  land  for 
100  caravans  for  this  purpose.  All  licensed  sites  in  the  district  are 
fully  occupied  and  the  problem  does  not  remain  static;  since  the 
introduction  of  the  Act  a  considerable  number  of  unlicensed  vans 
have  appeared.  The  Council  also  agreed  to  negotiate  a  lease  for  a 
caravan  site  on  the  outskirts  of  Fordingbridge  to  be  restricted  for 
use  by  gypsies,  travellers  and  the  like. 

There  are  a  number  of  sites  in  the  district  with  Certificates 
from  exempted  organisations.  In  the  case  of  the  Camping  Club  the 
number  of  tents  is  not  limited,  and  up  to  five  caravans  are  permitted 
without  any  provisions  regarding  sanitation  other  than  that  pro¬ 
vided  by  individual  campers.  In  two  instances  sanitary  accommoda- 
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tion  for  such  sites  is  shared  with  petrol  filling  stations,  and  in 
another  with  a  public  house.  The  sites  may  be  occupied  continuously 
throughout  the  summer  and  it  appears  somewhat  anomalous  that 
they  should  be  permitted  to  operate  in  this  manner  whilst  an  appli¬ 
cant  for  a  licence  must  comply  with  standard  conditions. 

During  recent  years  camping  as  distinct  from  caravanning  has 
become  a  popular  activity,  and  more  land  in  the  district  is  being 
used  during  the  summer  months  to  accommodate  campers.  These 
sites  are  not  controlled  under  the  Public  Health  Act  if  used  for  less 
than  42  consecutive  days  or  less  than  60  days  in  any  one  year,  and 
are  not  subject  to  the  Byelaws  relating  to  moveable  dwellings. 

A  total  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirteen  visits  and 
inspections  was  made. 

GYPSY  CAMPS  : 

Eight  inspections  of  sites  were  made  during  the  year. 

COMPLAINTS  : 

Ninety-two  complaints  were  received  during  the  year,  which, 
together  with  nineteen  from  the  previous  year  still  under  observa¬ 
tion.  involved  a  total  of  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven  visits.  One 
case,  in  which  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  a  Nuisance  Order  from 
the  Magistrates’  Court,  necessitated  over  sixty-five  visits.  Details

Two  Abatement  Notices  were  served  under  Section  92/93  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  one  of  which  was  complied  with.  The  other, 
in  respect  of  a  factory  at  Fordingbridge,  producing  building  blocks, 
was  not  complied  with,  and  a  Nuisance  Order  was  obtained  from  a 
Magistrates’  Court.  One  Notice  was  served  under  Section  259, 
which  was  complied  with,  and  one  Notice  under  Section  92.  issued 
in  1960,  was  complied  with. 

A  complaint  was  received  regarding  the  use  of  foul  smelling 
silage  for  cattle  feeding.  The  legal  opinion  was  that  an  Abatement 
Notice  could  be  served,  and  proceedings  were  likely  to  succeed,  only 
if  the  whole  deposit  constituted  a  nuisance,  but  not  if  each  deposit 
of  silage  created  only  a  temporary  nuisance.  The  case  was  not  pro¬ 
ceeded  with. 
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CLEAN  AIR  ACT  : 

A  signed  petition  was  received  in  respect  of  a  nuisance  arising 
from  smoke  caused  by  the  burning  of  waste  plastic  materials  at  a 
factory  at  Fordingbridge.  Informal  action  was  taken  under  Section 
16,  and  as  a  result  the  nuisance  was  abated.

A  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  supply  of  mains  water  to 
serve  eleven  properties  at  Ibsley  Drove,  Ibsley,  was  carried  out. 

Samples  of  all  well-water  supplies  in  the  Upper  Burgate  and 
Burgate  Cross  areas  were  taken  and  seven  supplies  found  to  be 
polluted;  fifteen  other  properties  in  this  area  served  by  wells  had 
satisfactory  supplies.  The  pplluted  sources  were  not  localised  but 
occurred  throughout  the  area.  The  Council  agreed  to  have  the  mains 
water  supply  extended  to  serve  this  area. 

SWIMMING  POOL  : 

Ten  samples  of  water  were  collected  from  the  public  Swim¬ 
ming  Pool  at  Ringwood  for  bacteriological  examination.  Seven  visits 
and  inspections  were  made. 

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

MEAT  INSPECTION,  HURN  AIRPORT  : 

In  May  a  butcher  from  Swanage  commenced  importing  meat 
from  Amsterdam  via  Hurn  Airport.,  which  necessitated  the  at¬ 
tendance  of  a  Public  Health  Inspector  to  examine  the  imported  meat. 
Close  liaison  between  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Air  Safaris  (the 
Air  Charter  Company)  and  the  Customs  Officers  ensured  that  no 
meat  was  held  at  the  Airport  for  more  than  one  hour.  Such  was  the 
standard  of  the  imported  meat  that  during  the  twelve  weeks  for 
which  this  lasted,  the  only  rejected  item  was  one  pound  of  “  sweet¬ 
breads  ”  which  was  sour.  In  all,  about  eight  tons  of  veal  was 
inspected. 

Air  Safaris  also  transported  Dublin  Bay  Prawns  and  salmon 
from  Ireland,  but  since  the  fish  was  taken  direct  to  Southampton  ar¬ 
rangements  were  made  for  examination  by  Public  Health  Inspectors 
there. 

RINGWOOD  AUCTION  MARKET  : 

With  the  increasing  number  of  dead  poultry  auctioned  every 
Wednesday  it  became  desirable  for  a  Public  Health  Inspector  to 
attend  before  each  sale  to  examine  the  birds.  During  the  first  few 
months  of  inspection  it  was  necessary  to  reject  a  number  of  birds 
every  week,  after  which  the  general  standard  gradually  improved. 
This  standard  slumped  at  Christmas  when  many  birds  were  sur¬ 
rendered  because  they  were  not  fit  for  human  consumption. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  : 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act.  1933 
and  the  Amendment  Act  1954,  six  licences  were  issued  to  slaughter¬ 
men.  One  knaciker’s  yard  licence  was  renewed.  Three  visits  and 
inspections  were  made. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  : 

Eight  complaints  were  investigated  with  a  view  to  prosecution 
under  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955.  After  careful  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  following  four  the  Council  decided  not  to  institute 
proceedings : — 

A  tin  of  minced  beef  loaf  containing  grit; 

A  tin  of  corned  beef  containing  a  fly  embedded  therein; 
Tins  of  Danish  Luncheon  meat  with  faulty  tinning; 

Fruit  cake  containing  a  stone. 

The  Council  instituted  proceedings  in  respect  of  the  re¬ 
mainder,  namely  : — 

A  jar  of  mincemeat  containing  maggots; 

A  loaf  of  bread  containing  a  screw; 

A  loaf  of  bread  containing  string; 

Bacon  infested  with  maggots. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  : 

Eighty-five  premises  were  inspected  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  and  one  hundred  and  five  informal  notices  were  served.

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SEWERAGE  : 

RINGWOOD  SEWERAGE  : 

A  length  of  new  sewer  constructed  by  a  private  developer 
(Highfield  Drive  and  Highfield  Avenue)  was  taken  over  as  a  public 
sewer. 

Serious  infiltration  into  the  sewers  at  Ringwood  continued 
throughout  the  months  of  January  and  February  as  a  result  of  the 
prolonged  rainfall  and  severe  flooding  in  the  autumn  and  winter 
of  1960,  and  during  this  period  sewers  remained  surcharged.  It 
was  necessary  to  continue  pumping  with  the  60,000  g.p.h.  Diesel 
pump  throughout  the  month  of  January. 

The  estimated  daily  flow  at  Bickerley  Pumping  Station  was 
356,000  gallons  during  the  month  of  February,  and  in  June  and  July 
this  had  fallen  to  a  normal  daily  dry  weather  flow  of  215,000  gallons. 

During  the  year  65  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer, 
making  a  total  at  December  31st  of  1.614,  including  474  Council 
houses. 

The  Council  approved  the  final  scheme  of  the  Consulting  En¬ 
gineers  for  the  re-construction  and  improvement  of  the  existing 
sewage  disposal  works  and  extension  of  the  sewered  area,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  £395,000,  and  application  was  made  to  the  Min¬ 
istry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  the  County  Council  for 
approval  and  grants  towards  the  cost  of  carrying  out  the  scheme. 

FORDINGBRIDGE  SEWERAGE  : 

Flooding  of  sewers  at  Fordingbridge  continued  to  the  end  of 
February  and  during  this  mon'h  the  highest  daily  flow  recorded 
was  220,000  gallons,  compared  with  an  average  daily  dry  weather 
flow  of  78,000  gallons.  During  the  year  55  premises  were  connected 
to  the  sewer  making  a  total  at  31st  December  of  628,  including  188 
Council  houses. 

BURTON  AND  WINKTON  SEWERAGE  : 

The  laying  of  sewers  and  laterals  in  Whitehayes  Estate  was 
completed  during  the  year.  The  main  Contractors  (Messrs.  Surface 
Maintenance  Services  Ltd.)  went  into  liquidation  in  May,  and  the 
Sub-Contractors  completed  the  contract. 

The  tender  of  Messrs.  A.  Streeter  and  Co.  Ltd.,  for  £123,604 
for  the  laying  of  sewers  and  laterals  in  the  Burton  and  Winkton 
areas  was  accepted,  work  was  commenced  at  the  end  of  May,  and 
progress  of  the  scheme  ■hroughout  the  year  was  satisfactory.  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  work  will  be  completed  by  the  autumn  of  1962. 

BRANSGORE  AND  THORNEYHILL  SEWERAGE  : 

The  Christchurch  Corporation  agreed  in  principle  to  accept 
drainage  from  Bransgore  and  Thorneyhill  into  their  new  sewage 
disposal  works,  and  the  Consultants  were  instructed  to  proceed  with 
detailed  surveys  and  preparation  of  plans  for  the  sewerage  of  Brans¬ 
gore  and  Thorneyhill. 

BURLEY  SEWERAGE : 

The  Council  considered  a  report  of  the  Consulting  Engineers 
for  the  proposed  sewering  of  Burley  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £200,500. 
This  provides  for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  at  the  Ringwood  sew¬ 
age  disposal  works.  Application  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Local  Government  and  the  County  Council  for  approval 
and  for  grants  towards  the  cost  of  this  worik. 
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ST.  LEONARDS  AND  ST.  IVES  SEWERAGE  : 

The  Consulting  Engineers  are  engaged  on  the  preparation  of  a 
scheme  for  connection  to  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  to  be  con¬ 
structed  by  the  Wimborne  and  Cranborne  Rural  District  Council. 

CESSPOOLS  AND  E.C.  APARTMENTS  : 

The  Council  considered  a  scheme  for  emptying  cesspools  and 
E.C.  buckets  throughout  the  district.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are 
4.695  premises  in  ihe  district  with  septic  tanks  or  cesspools,  and 
some  2,300  dwellings  with  E.C.  apartments,  but  a  great  number  of 
these  will  be  provided  with  sewerage  facilities  within  the  next  few 
years.  The  Council  resolved  to  take  no  action  in  this  matter. 

SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE  : 

The  Land  Drainage  Act  1961  came  into  operation  in  July  and 
empowers  Local  Authorities  to  undertake  works  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  flooding  or  remedying  or  mitigating  any  damage  caused 
by  flooding  other  than  on  main  rivers  of  Rivers  Boards  and  Catch¬ 
ment  Boards. 

A  scheme  for  dealing  with  flooding  at  Boundary  Lane,  St. 
Leonards.,  was  agreed,  the  cost  of  which  was  apportioned  between 
the  Rural  District  Council,  the  Parish  Council  and  the  County  Coun¬ 
cil.  This  work  was  completed  and  the  Council’s  contribution  was  £75. 

An  amended  scheme  submitted  by  the  County  Council  for  the 
surface  water  drainage  of  Bransgore  was  considered  by  the  Council. 
The  Avon  and  Dorset  River  Board  indicated  that  they  would  not  be 
prepared  to  consider  taking  over  as  “  main  river  ”  a  section  of  the 
River  Mude  and  a  length  of  Clockhouse  Stream  unless  the  County 
Council  agreed  to  bear  the  initial  cost  of  the  necessary  works  of  im¬ 
provement.  In  view  of  the  greatly  increased  cost  of  this  scheme  and 
the  delays  likely  to  arise  before  the  works  could  be  carried  out,  the 
County  Council  were  requested  to  implement  the  original  scheme, 
estimated  to  cost  £3,000,  of  which  half  the  cost  would  be  borne  by 
this  Authority,  but  the  County  Council  were  unable  to  agree  to  this 
and  the  matter  still  rests  in  their  hands. 

The  Council  agreed  to  a  scheme  submitted  by  the  County 
Surveyor  for  the  relief  of  hooding  in  the  Crow  and  Sandford  areas, 
and  to  bear  25%  of  the  net  cost  of  £4,115,  and  to  the  County  Coun¬ 
cil’s  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  relief  drain  for  Poulner  Lane  de¬ 
signed  to  deal  with  the  flooding  which  occurs  at  the  eastern  end  of 
Northfield  Road,  and  the  Eastfield  Lane  and  Hightown  Elm  areas  of 
Ringwood,  and  agreed  to  make  a  contribution  equal  to  one  fifth  af 
the  balance  of  the  cost  of  the  scheme  (estimated  at  £7,800)  after  de¬ 
duction  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport’s  contribution.  The  Council’s 
contribution  is  expected  to  be  approximately  £1,400. 

A  scheme  for  the  relief  of  flooding  around  Burton  House, 
Burton,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £200  was  agreed;  the  County  Coun¬ 
cil  will  make  a  contribution  of  half  the  cost  of  the  works. 

The  severe  and  prolonged  flooding  of  the  River  Avon  through¬ 
out  the  winter  of  1960/61  caused  great  anxiety,  and  the  Council  re¬ 
quested  the  Avon  and  Dorset  River  Board  to  do  all  that  was  reason¬ 
able  to  ensure  quicker  run-off  of  flood  waters. 

On  the  day  of  the  25th  April  1.35"  of  rainfall  was  recorded  at 
Ringwood,  and  this  resulted  in  numerous  cases  of  flooding. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  : 

The  Council  undertakes  a  combined  collection  of  household 
and  unburnable  refuse  weekly  in  the  lighting  areas  of  Ringwood 
and  Fordingbridge.  A  collection  of  unburnable  refuse  only,  including 
ashes.,  is  carried  out  monthly  in  the  remainder  of  the  district. 
Receptacles  have  to  be  placed  outside  the  premises  as  near  as  prac¬ 
ticable  to  the  roadway  along  which  the  collection  vehicle  proceeds. 

Dustbins  are  collected  from  houses  where  the  occupants 
produce  a  certificate  of  incapacity. 

The  refuse  collection  vehicles  covered  a  total  mileage  of 
28,517  during  the  year,  compared  wiih  26,572  for  1960  and  23.383 
for  1959.

The  Council  again  considered  schemes  for  improving  the 
refuse  collection  service  in  the  non-lighting  areas  of  the  district, 
covering  over  6,000  properties,  by  the  introduction  of  weekly  or  fort¬ 
nightly  collections,  and  also  considered  schemes  for  improving  col¬ 
lections  in  those  parishes  only  where  substantial  development  had 
taken  place,  i.e.  St.  Leonards,  Christchurch  East,  and  the  non-lighting 
areas  of  Fordingbridge  and  Ringwood;  after  careful  consideration 
and  consultations  with  Parish  Councils  the  Council  resolved  to  con¬ 
tinue  existing  arrangements,  with  the  exception  of  the  non-lighting 
area  of  the  Parish  of  Ringwood,  which  it  was  agreed  should  have  a 
weekly  collection  of  all  household  refuse  with  effect  on  the  1st 
April  1963. 


The  new  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Power  Press 
Freighter  was  brought  into  use  in  May;  the  power  press  permits 
of  the  collection  of  up  to  10  cubic  yards  additional  refuse  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  ordinary  fore  and  aft  tippers.  The  new  Karrier  Ban¬ 
tam  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  came  into  use  in  February. 

The  Fire  Brigade  was  called  out  to  Somerley  Dump,  which  was 
found  to  be  on  fire  during  the  evening  of  Saturday,  August  26th; 
the  tip  had  obviously  been  fired  by  trespassers  earlier  in  the  evening. 
The  Brigade  was  unable  to  cope  with  the  fire  and  it  was  necessary 
to  hire  an  excavator  to  form  a  brealk  behind  the  fire  to  isolate  it. 


Ninety-six  visits  and  inspections  were  made.

Litter  receptacles  are  provided  in  the  shopping  centres  of 
Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  and  at  some  lay-byes  and  ’bus 
draw-ins. 

In  connection  with  the  Anti-Litter  Campaign  the  consent  of 
the  Forestry  Commission  was  sought  for  the  permanent  erection  of 
three  of  the  Council’s  oak  mounted  signs  on  main  traffic  routes 
entering  the  district,  but  without  success. 

STAFF— MANUAL  WORKERS  : 

The  National  Joint  Council  for  Local  Authorities  Services 
(Manual  Workers)  announced  increases  in  wage  rates  to  take  effect 
from  the  31st  March. 

The  Committee  considered  representations  from  the  National 
Union  of  Public  Employees  respecting  the  introduction  of  a  five-day 
working  week  for  manual  workers,  and  the  Council  agreed  that  such 
new  working  arrangements  be  introduced  with  effect  from  the  first 
pay-day  in  January  1962. 

A  new  Foreman-Mechanic  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy 
created  by  the  resignation  of  the  previous  Foreman,  and  com¬ 
menced  duties  in  November. 

COUNCIL  DEPOT : 

A  further  stage  of  improvements  was  agreed  consisting  of  the 
erection  of  a  three-bay  garage,  and  alterations  and  improvements  to 
existing  buildings,  including  the  provision  of  a  new  mess-room  and 
office,  and  a  temporary  car  park  on  the  site  of  the  old  cottages,  to 
relieve  the  car  parking  problem  at  the  Public  Offices  opposite. 

SALVAGE : 

The  salvage  scheme  was  successfully  maintained  throughout 
the  year  and  sales  produced  £1,267  9s.  8d. 

The  total  sum  paid  to  the  workmen  for  the  year  under  the 
incentive  bonus  scheme  amounted  to  £98  11s.  4d.

The  acquisition  of  additional  land  for  the  provision  of  in¬ 
creased  parking  accommodation  at  Fordingbridge  and  Ringwood 
was  completed  (.7  of  an  acre  and  1  acre  respectively). 

The  work  of  enlarging  the  Roundhill  car  park  at  Fording¬ 
bridge  to  provide  parking  places  for  30  to  40  additional  vehicles, 
together  with  the  re-surfacing  of  the  existing  parking  area  was  car¬ 
ried  out  during  the  year.  The  total  surfaced  area  now  provides  park¬ 
ing  accommodation  for  97  vehicles.,  and  the  Wilts  and  Dorset  ’Bus 
Company  is  permitted  to  station  two  ’buses  in  this  park. 

The  works  for  the  enlargement  of  the  car  park  at  The  Fur¬ 
long,  Ringwood,  and  the  re-surfacing  of  the  parking  area  at  the 
eastern  end  of  the  existing  park  following  the  completion  of  the  new 
Public  Conveniences  were  approved,  and  commenced  early  in  1962. 
The  total  surfaced  area  will  provide  accommodation  for  240  vehicles, 
(20  lorries  and  220  motor  cars),  15  motor  cycles  and  20  bicycles. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES  : 

The  new  Public  Conveniences  at  the  car  park,  Ringwood,  were 
completed  early  in  March.  Within  a  few  days  it  became  necessary 
to  report  to  the  Police  damage  to  the  conveniences  and  theft  of  fit¬ 
tings.  Malicious  damage  occurred  on  several  occasions  subsequently, 
including  the  theft  of  rubber  door  stops,  wash-hand  basin  stoppers, 
chains,  a  door  return  spring,  indicator  plates,  and  shrubs  from  the 
newly-planted  shrubbery.  Reports  were  made  to  the  Police  in  every 
instance  but  without  result. 

The  new  Public  Conveniences  at  Fordingbridge  car  park  were 
completed  in  April,  and  within  twenty-four  hours  mis-use  and  dam¬ 
age  occurred,  necessitating  a  report  to  the  Police. 


CATTLE  POUND  :

The  total  fees  collected  in  respect  of  the  218  animals  amounted 
to  £118.  The  impounding  fees  are  £2  per  owner  for  each  impound¬ 
ing,  irrespective  of  the  number  impounded. 

The  Council  further  considered  the  problem  of  animals  stray¬ 
ing  on  the  highway,  and  decided  to  make  representations  to  the 
Rural  District  Councils’  Association  for  an  amendment  of  Section  135 
of  the  Highways  Act  1959,  so  as  to  increase  from  5/-  to  £5  the 
maximum  overall  penalty  for  each  animal  straying  on  the  highway, 
and  to  remove  the  maximum  overall  penalty  at  present  £1  10s.  Od. 
It  was  hoped  that  the  Association  would  secure  1)  increased  pen¬ 
alties  for  animals  straying  on  the  highway,  2)  amendments  relating 
to  impounding,  and  3)  provisions  to  enable  Magistrates’  Courts  to 
award  compensation  for  damage  caused  by  straying  animals,  in  the 
new  Highways  (Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Bill  being  considered  by 
Parliament  at  the  time;  but  all  to  no  avail,  as  there  has  been  no 
change  in  the  legislation.

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  in 
respect  of  any  of  these  contraventions. 

SOIL  AND  SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE  IN 
CONNECTION  WITH  NEW  DEVELOPMENT  : 

The  Council’s  policy  in  respect  of  residential  development  of 
land  with  low  porosity  sub-soils  requires  that  proposals  for  estate 
development  on  land  where  sewers  are  not  available.,  and  where  the 
sub-soil  is  other  than  gravel,  should  provide  for  sealed  cesspools, 
or,  alternatively,  that  Estate  Developers  be  encouraged  to  provide 
sewage  treatment  plants  rather  than  individual  tanks  and  to  make  a 
contribution  to  the  Council  to  cover  the  cost  of  maintenance  for  a 
period  of  ten  years,  and  that  in  all  such  cases  satisfactory  surface 
water  drainage  be  insisted  upon  with  an  ultimate  outfall  to  a  river 
or  stream. 
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A  request  was  received  from  a  firm  of  private  developers  for 
the  Council  to  take  over  a  small  sewage  disposal  works  which  had 
been  constructed  to  serve  24  bungalows  erected  at  Sandle  Heath.  In 
view  of  the  stringent  conditions  imposed  by  the  River  Board 
because  of  the  effluent  discharging  into  a  small  watercourse,  the 
Council  was  advised  that  the  works  would  probably  require  amend¬ 
ment  to  permit  of  re-circulation  or  secondary  filtration  treatment, 
and  they  accordingly  requested  a  contribution  from  the  developers 
to  cover  the  cost  of  this.  As  agreement  could  not  be  reached  the 
Council  decided  not  to  make  a  declaration  that  the  estate  sewer  and 
sewage  disposal  works  should  become  vested  in  them,  and  the 
developers  lodged  an  appeal  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government.  An  Enquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry,  and  the  result 
is  still  awaited. 


NEW  STREET  BYELAWS  : 

Twelve  plans  were  received  and  sixty-two  inspections  made 
in  connection  with  works  of  laying  out  new  streets. 


NEW  STREETS : 

The  position  regarding  the  condition  of  private  estate  roads 
laid  out  in  the  district  during  the  post-war  years.,  and  which  received 
Planning  consent  prior  to  the  revised  Schedule  of  New  Street  Widths 
brought  into  operation  on  the  1st  April  1960,  and  amended  Stand¬ 
ard  Estate  Conditions,  remains  highly  unsatisfactory.  During  this 
period  some  forty-eight  new  streets  were  approved  in  connection 
with  estate  development,  of  which  twelve  have  been  completed  satis¬ 
factorily.  The  County  Council,  as  the  local  Planning  Authority,  was 
asked  to  enforce  their  conditions  in  Planning  consents  relating  to 
estate  roads  and  footpaths,  and  the  question  of  instituting  proceed¬ 
ings  under  New  Street  Byelaws  is  under  consideration  by  the 
Building  Byelaws  Committee. 

Since  April  1960  the  new  Standard  Estate  Conditions  have 
been  applied  to  all  detailed  Planning  consents,  which  require  the 
developers,  before  commencing  any  work,  to  submit  to  the  County 
Council  a  specification  for  the  road  construction  which  must  be  such 
as  to  enable  the  Highway  Authority  to  take  over  the  roads  as  high¬ 
ways  maintainable  at  the  public  expense.  Three  private  estate 
roads  were  satisfactorily  completed  and  taken  over. 

A  Circular  dated  27th  March  1961  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the  subject  of  private 
street  works,  suggesting  that  the  County  Council  might  now  con¬ 
sider  whether,  in  the  interests  of  purchasers  of  new  property  in  the 
rural  areas,  steps  should  be  taken  to  apply  the  Act  to  rural  districts 
This  Council  has  made  repeated  applications  to  the  County  Council 
for  the  adoption  of  the  New  Streets  Act  1951  and  for  an  Ordei 
under  Section  13  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act  1947,  but 
without  success,  and  under  the  Highways  Act  1959  the  County  Coun¬ 
cil  would  not  agree  to  the  Advance  Payments  Code  applying  in  Rural 
Districts. 
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The  Council  again  requested  the  application  of  the  Advance 
Payments  Code,  which  requires  that  an  intending  developer  should 
pay,  or  give  satisfactory  security  for,  the  sum  representing  the  cost 
of  making  up  the  new  street,  or  an  extension  thereof,  to  the 
standards  of  the  County  Council.,  and  thereby  protect  the  interests 
of  prospective  purchasers  of  new  property.  The  County  Council 
consider  that  since  the  introduction  of  the  new  Standard  Estate 
Conditions  in  April  1961  no  difficulties  have  been  experienced  with 
regard  to  the  provision  of  roads  and  footpaths  to  the  required 
standard  on  new  housing  estates,  and  that  the  application  of  the 
Advance  Payments  Code  to  the  Rural  Districts  would  not  be  of  much 
advantage,  and  would  require  a  considerable  increase  in  the  staff 
of  the  department  of  the  County  Surveyor. 

PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS  : 

The  County  Council’s  schedule  of  un-made  private  streets  in 
the  district,  to  be  dealt  with  in  a  ten-year  programme,  indicated 
that  Whitehayes  Road,  Burton,  and  Green  Lane  and  Manor  Road, 
Ringwood,  were  to  be  made  up  during  1961/62.  It  is  anticipated  that 
works  will  be  completed  and  these  three  roads  taken  over  as  high¬ 
ways  maintainable  at  the  public  expense  during  1962. 


TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING  : 

Development  applications  are  dealt  with  by  my  Department 
together  with  the  work  of  maintaining  the  Planning  Register  and 
Planning  Index  Maps.  Enquirers  are  advised  on  Planning  matters 
generally,  and  inspections  made  on  behalf  of  the  Planning  Authority, 
to  whom  reports  are  furnished  on  known  contraventions. 

During  the  year  767  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

The  Council  considered  the  draft  Revised  County  Plan  and 
draft  Revised  Town  Maps  for  Christchurch  and  Ringwood,  and 
requested  the  County  Council  to  amend  the  Town  Map  for  Christ¬ 
church  so  that  the  whole  of  the  land  in  this  Rural  District  shown 
as  “  White  ”  area  be  allocated  for  residential  development;  and  in 
the  Town  Map  for  Ringwood  land  adjacent  to  the  old  gas  works  to 
be  added  to  the  industrial  area,  and  land  in  the  “  White  ”  area  in 
the  vicinity  of  Eastfield  Lane  and  Hightown  Road  to  be  allocated 
for  residential  development.  In  addition  the  County  Council  was 
requested  to  re-zone  for  residential  development  land  in  Cloughs 
Road,  zoned  for  statutor}^  allotments,  and  land  at  North  Poulner 
Road  zoned  as  a  public  open  space. 

The  Council  lodged  a  formal  objection  to  the  deletion  of 
Sopley  and  Winkton  from  the  list  of  villages  in  the  “  Green  Belt  ” 
in  which  limited  in-filling  will  be  allowed,  on  the  grounds  that  de¬ 
velopment  to  meet  the  natural  growth  of  these  villages  should  be 
permitted. 

Formal  objections  were  lodged  also  against  the  proposed 
relief  road  from  Trunk  Road  A. 35  to  Highcliffe,  and  the  County 
Council’s  proposed  policy  with  regard  to  residential  caravan  sites. 

The  Council  noted  that  the  Minister  proposed  to  remove  from 
the  “  Green  Belt  ”  all  land  to  the  north  of  Ringwood. 
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DANGEROUS  BUILDINGS  : 

It  was  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  58  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  in  respect  of  an  hotel  gutted  by  fire,  as  the  remaining 
structure  was  in  such  condition  as  to  be  dangerous  to  persons  in 
the  vicinity.  Application  was  made  to  the  Magistrates’  Court  for 
Orders  against  the  owner  in  respect  of  the  ruinous  and  dilapidated 
building  being  seriously  detrimental  to  the  amenities  of  the  neigh¬ 
bourhood,  and  in  respect  of  danger  arising  from  the  condition  of  the 
building.  Both  Orders  were  granted  and  a  period  of  three  months 
allowed  for  compliance.  Subsequently  the  Court  adjourned  the 
Orders  at  the  request  of  the  owner’s  Solicitors,  as  the  structure 
might  be  required  for  purposes  of  evidence  in  connection  with  an 
appeal  by  the  late  tenant.,  who  had  been  found  guilty  of  arson. 

Eight  inspections  were  made. 


HOUSING  SITES  : 

The  Council  proceeded  with  the  purchase  of  sites  at  Ring- 
wood  (2),  Whitsbury  and  Burley. 

Delay  was  experienced  over  planning  difficulties  in  connection 
with  lay-out  plans  for  the  Quomp,  Ringwood,  land  adjoining 
Queens  Way,  Ringwood,  and  Burton  Park,  Burton.  Revised  lay-outs 
were  prepared  incorporating  the  Committee’s  requirements,  relating 
to  roads  and  deletion  of  large  grass  areas  and  terrace  houses,  and 
consultations  were  held  with  the  Planning  Authority  regarding 
these.  The  Council  would  not  accept  the  Planning  Authority’s 
recommendation  that  Burton  Park  be  laid  out  on  open-fronted  lines; 
the  first  stage  of  development  is  for  six  three-bedroomed  houses, 
eighteen  two-bedroomed  houses,  and  six  two-bedroomed  bungalows. 
Approval  of  detailed  plans  for  these  sites  will  not  be  obtained  until 
1962. 


Demolition  works  were  carried  out  on  sites  owned  by  the 
Council  at  Green  Lane,  Fordingbridge,  and  Moortown,  Ringwood, 
in  respect  of  4  cottages  and  3  cottages  respectively,  all  the  subject 
of  Demolition  Orders,  and  plans  prepared  for  erecting  new  dwellings 
on  these  sites. 

Accommodation  for  aged  persons  will  be  provided  at  the 
Quomp,  Ringwood,  by  one  block  of  ten  one-roomed  flatlets,  with 
warden’s  accommodation,  communal  kitchen  and  dining  room,  which 
will  be  made  available  for  the  local  voluntary  “  Meals  on  Wheels  ” 
service,  and  one  block  of  six  one-roomed  flatlets,  with  a  three- 
bedroomed  house  attached,  and  also  at  Green  Lane,  Fording¬ 
bridge,  by  one  block  of  six,  and  one  block  of  four,  one-bedroomed 
flats. 


Tenders  were  accepted  for  the  construction  of  seven  houses 
at  Thorneyhill — six  four-bedroomed  houses  and  one  three-bedroomed 
house,  for  £18,858,  and  for  four  houses  at  Moortown,  Ringwood — 
two  three-bedroomed  houses  and  two  two-bedroomed  houses,  for 
£9,192.

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  position  regarding  the  Council’s 
occupied  family  units  in  converted  huts  was  as  follows  : — 

Harrow  Hill  (Christchurch  East  Parish)  ...  6 

The  owner  of  this  site  agreed  to  allow  the  Council  to  remain 
in  possession  until  the  30th  April  1962.  as  some  delay  had  been 
experienced  in  completion  of  the  new  houses  at  Thorneyhill  for  the 
re-housing  of  these  families. 

It  was  agreed  as  a  matter  of  policy  that  where  possible  ten- 
1  ants  be  transferred  from  existing  Council  houses  at  Brick  Lane, 
Thorneyhill,  to  the  new  houses  at  Whitelands,  Thorneyhill,  to  enable 
shack  dwellers  at  Holmsley  to  be  re-housed  in  the  dwellings  vacated 
by  such  transfers. 

The  scheme  for  erecting  Woolaway  garages  to  meet  tenants’ 
1  requests  on  various  estates  was  continued;  three  were  erected  at 
!  Warnes  Lane,  Burley,  two  at  Jopps  Corner,  Burton,  and  seven  at 
I  Sandy  Plot,  Burton. 
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The  Committee  again  considered  the  treatment  of  external 
walls  of  some  post-war  Council  houses  where  the  existing  colour 
wash  had  deteriorated  so  badly  as  to  create  an  unsightly  appearance, 
and  agreed  that  as  an  experiment  Virginia  Creepers  be  planted 
at  Hill  Close,  Woodgreen. 

The  Council  agreed  to  the  cutting  down  of  weeds,  etc.,  in  the 
gardens  of  those  dwellings  occupied  by  tenants  over  the  age  of  65 
years,  who  were  unable  to  cultivate  their  gardens  or  afford  to  pay 
for  the  work  to  done. 

In  three  cases  damage  was  caused  to  Council  houses  as  a 
result  of  fire;  in  one  instance  the  fire  was  caused  by  a  child  playing 
with  matches,  in  another  by  a  pan  of  hot  cooking  fat  becoming 
ignited,  and  the  other  by  a  lighted  cigarette  end  falling  into  a  settee. 

The  planting  of  standard  ornamental  trees  inside  the  garden 
fences  was  continued  on  estates  lacking  in  such  amenities.  This 
completed  the  three-year  scheme  of  tree  planting,  with  a  total  of  372 
trees  being  put  in  on  25  estates  throughout  the  district. 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  immersion  heaters  for  a 
permanent  rent  increase  of  6d.  per  week  continued  to  prove  popular, 
and  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  a  total  of  415  had  been  provided 
under  this  scheme.
